BROTHER KILLS BROTHEB

Alfred N Townley Shot by His
Brother Verner E. Townley.

The Tragedy occurred In St. Louis
Saturday Night After a

Visit with .Their Father
In Versailles.

The tragic shooting of N.
Townley by his brother Verner K.

Townley in the upper waiting
at the Union Station in St. Louis at

6:30 o'clock last Saturday evening,
has caused more ordinary ex-

citement in this city during the past
week owing to the fact that the
brothers were raised in Versailles
and arc the sons of T. R. Townley
one of the old and respected citizens
of this city. The further fact that
the brothers had been here last week,
coming in on Sunday morning and
stooping with their father

The two brothers had not lived
here for several years, but at inter-

vals visited old home. They
had been educated and were
registered pharmacists. Their aged
father had treated them liberally in

The brothers were both married
mil their wives were at Vcrner's
home in St. Louis when the two cainc
to Versailles. On their return to the
city, it appears that their financial
matters did not reach a conclusion
satisfactory to them. They had fre-

quent quaircls and on Saturday they
separated, "Nick" deciding to go to
Kansas City and with his wife and

boy Noble, repaired to
Union Station to carry out his plans.

In the evening the brothers again
met near the statioj) and after some
mutual understanding Verner accom
panied 'Nick to the waiting room
to take leave of the latter's wife and
boy. Here the ipi.mcl was renewed
and in the heat of passion "Nick
struck Verner, who in turn pulled a

revolver and filed the shot which
penetrated the victim's back and
lodged in the abdomen. A panic- -

ensued and polii emeu at once came
on ine scene. i ne wounded man
went to the ladies' waiting room and
tell to the floor. Verner was arrested
by an officer before leaving the station
and was taken to the four courts.
physician saw Nick fall and ran to his
assistance, but officers took charge of
him and with his wife and boy he was

taken to the city hospital, where he
remained unconscious until the fol

owing day and it was found that his
vouml was of a serious nature.

Saturday night the father was called
up in this city and apprised of the
.hooting which involved the two sons
in the deplorable alfair tinged with
nurdefous intent which the parent
could not fathom. Mr. Townley left

n the early train Sunday morning
reaching St. Louis in the evening,
where he was joined by his son-in-la-

Mr. Townley called at the four

:ourts and interviewed his son Vern

er relative to the assault, but kept the

details to himself. From latest ac-

counts of the tragic affair the quarrels
between the two brothers arose be

cause of the dead brother's hostile

demonstrations toward Vcrner's wife

to whom he bad made remarks re

flecting on her character, while he

showed a disposition to deride his

sister, Mrs. liurford, in uncompli

mentary language. To these ex

pressions Verner took exception and

resented them in his home, yet no

encounter took place until the quar

rels were renewed at Union Station

where the shooting took place.

On information received here Mon

day night that the victim ol the

shooting was dead, Dr. J. W. Uolca,

a relative of the family, went to St.

Louis, and after an inquest was held

and the body turned over to the

father, the corpse was shipped to this

city accompanied by Dr. Holes, ar

riving here early Wednesday morn-

ing. The remains were taken to

Kidwell it Spurlook's undertaking
establishment and at 10 o'clock in-

terment took place at the city ceme-

tery.
The inquest was held Tuesday and

the verdict reached was homicide.
T. R. Townley, father of the two

brothers remained in St. Louis to aid

Verner in his defense.

The following from Wednesday's
Republic gives the particulars which

came out before the coroner's jury :

Mrs. Sarah Townley, wife of A. N.
Townley, startled the Coroner's jury by
declaring that the charge made ugainst
her husband in Fort Worth, Tex., that
h had perjured himself, was a trumped-u- p

charge, and that he had never in his
life abused or mistreated her in any way.

She fnid "Nick" did not knock her
down, but that she fell down.

It was charged that 'Nicholas Townley
had abused Ids wife, lind thun perjured
himself by denying the charge iu the
trial that followed. He Kerved tiirte
on the charge.
